KAWASAKI MANUALS DO 


EXIST 

Regarding the letter in ‘«Voices of the 
West’? headed ‘(Happiness Is An Owner's 
Manual”: the writer, Phil Darling, 
brought a used Kawasaki from a Yamaha 
dealer in Oakland. The Yamaha dealer 
bought the bike from the Kawasaki deal- 
er in Walnut Creek. I don’t know what 
the Yamaha dealer told Mr. Darling, but 
Mr, Darling took the bike to the Kawa- 
saki dealer in Berkeley for new motor- 
cycle ‘warranty service. The Berkeley 
dealer contacted me, I told him that 
while I sympathized with the customer if 
there was any misrepresentation in- 
volved in the sale, we could not honor 
warranty service on a used motorcycle, 
Mr. Darling would have to solve his 
service problems with the Yamaha deal- 
er who sold him the bike. 

Mr, Darling states in his letter that 
«NO manual exists for any Kawasakis”. 
This is simply untrue, We havearider’s 
manual which is delivered to the buyer 
of every new Kawasaki by our dealers, 
‘The rider’s manual is a specific publi- 
cation for a specific model. The rider’s 
manual for our G31M Centurion racer 
contains extensive tuning and repair 
information, including photographs, be- 
cause there is no warranty on a com- 
petition machine, And here we get to the 
heart of the matter, The rider’s manual 
for models with warranty coverage does 
not contain detailed repair information, 
because if the owner attempts major re- 
pairs himself, he voids his warranty. 
Our dealers, of course, have service 
manuals for their shops, including anew 
all-model service manual that is the 
pride of Al Goslee, our National Service 
Manager. 

I can only speculate that Mr, Darling 
was unable to solve his Kawasaki ser- 
vice problems with the Yamaha dealer 
who sold him the bike, He may have then 
tried to do his own service, hence his 
complaint about manuals, I am less dis- 
turbed about his criticism than I am 
about your printing it without verifica- 
tion with our Service Department,

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AMA, MICUS Now As One 
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AMA HEADQUARTERS, WORTHINGTON, OHIO, Oct. 20, 1969 — W.T. Berry, Jr., 
Executive Director of the American Motorcycle Association, has announced a work- 
ing agreement has been made with the international motorcycle race sanctioning body 
known as Federation Internationale Motorcycliste (FIM), 

“The agreement is a short term arrangement which will permit AMA to issue 
FIM international sanctions within the United States to AMA chartered clubs and to 
issue international licenses to its members,’’ Berry said. The recognition of AMA 
by the FIM is in addition to that of the Motorcycle International Committee of the 
United States (known as MICUS) explained Berry. 

The American Motorcycle Association has had an application on file with the 
FIM requesting affiliation since October of 1964, The agreement that now exists 
between the two race sanctioning organizations comes as a result of action taken on 
that application during FIM’s annual congress meeting on Friday, October 17, 1969 
in Ljibljana, Yugoslavia, 

The general feeling among the people attending the Competition Congress 
meeting in Worthington, Ohio is that the AMA-MICUS merger is the biggest thing to 
hit motorcycling in ten years. The two sanctioning bodies have signed a contract to 
honor each other’s licenses and have agreed to cooperate in every way possible, 

The AMA will now have to recognize FIM sanctioned events as AMA sanctioned 
and will be unable to suspend its riders for competing in them. 

If the Daytona race this year is run as an International event, anyone with an 
FIM license will be able to ride, 

The AMA and MICUS have joined officially and now form the United States 
Motorcycling Association, or USMA, 

Hopefully the new organization will not detrimentally affect the purely American 
forms of professional racing. Instead, we should see a rapid advance of motorcycle 
competition on an international scale.

As a r-q of Oregon and a 1969 Expert, 
Mark Williams hopes to stay up there 
with the best of them, Already with the 
season well on its way, he has won US, 
Leadership in points; Oregon Leader— 
also in points — for the Sidewinder; and 
the sponsorship of the Triumph Motor- 
cycle Manufacturer’s, And he still has a 
few more months to go before the season 
officially ends, Interesting? 

Well, Mark’s riding history has its 
roots at a time he was up on a motor- 
cycle at nine years old, fell off, and was 
told by his father, Frank, a proprietor 
now of a Springfield cycle shop and 
founder of the Oregon Sports Club, Inc., 
to get back on and ride. Mark did, and 
he’s been doing it ever since. He takes 
his spills and whatever ill-effects after- 
wards — two broken thumbs and a busted 
collarbone so far — like a mini-aged 
philosopher, he maintains a calm atti- 
tude of “that’s racing”.

Aldana pushed Skip all the way with

Jimmy Raymond is a bike hopper. He 
hops from machine to machine at Trojan 
Raceway, South Gate, California, as the 
program changes from flat track to TT, 
and back to flat track, He rides in every 
class they have and wins most of the 
time. 

Jimmy has lots of noisy fans in the 
stands who cheer his every move butthe 
first time you see him race you might 
wonder if he is a showman or a hot dog. 
He’s the star of the weekly Trojan pro- 
gram, and with good reason. He rides 
very smoothly, whether he is on his 125 
Yamaha or the rather tired Montesa he 
campaigns in the 250 class. His starting 
technique is hard to fault; Jimmy is al- 
most always first into the corner and is 
rarely caught unless his scooter breaks. 

It would be tempting to call Jimmy a 
big frog in a little pond after seeing him 
show off a bit for his loyal Trojan fans 
but he is expanding and proving his 
talents wherever he races. A few weeks 
ago we erroneously reported that he won 
the Novice Main at the Ascot TT after 
two years of trying. Several letters from 
fams and a phone call from Jimmy’s 
sponsor said he was riding the Ascot 
TT for only the third time, 

We interviewed Jimmy to set the 
record straight and to find out his plans 
for the future. 

The nineteen year-old Rosemead, Cal, 
native feels his future is wholly in 
motorcycles, as a matter of fact, he 





says, “Pm never even going to get 
married.” 

Jimmy has been racing since 1963. He 
says he raced for the first time at the 
now defunct Prado Park and has raced 
at practically every Southern California 


Jimmy says he had good equipment 
and-good sponsors but he didn’t really 
get going until about six months ago when 
he got his Montesa ride. Jimmy finished 
first in 250 TT, 250 short track, 500 
short track, and second in the 125 short 
track standings in the ACA this year, 
dimmy was racing a 100cc Yamaha in 
the 125 class for much of the seasonand 
says he and his sponsor, Woody Schamel 
weren’t doing a lot of winning until they 
got a 125ec Yamaha, 

Jimmy got his first job four and one~ 
half years ago as a salesman, for Ed 
Kretz, Monterey Park motorcycle deal- 
er, and has been with him since, People 
around Jimmy say he lives and breathes 
motorcycles and when he isn’t riding 
one, he’s scheming to get on one and 
ride it someplace, 

Jimmy hopes to take a good crack at 
Ascot next year. He says he has been 
promised John Hateley Jr.’s Montesa 
ride and he has also been talking to 
Johnson Motors about a Triumph. He 
will probably have enough Novice points 
at the end of the year to transfer to the 
Amateur class if he so chooses, 

Few people can make their own feet 
work as smoothly as Jimmy works his 
motorcycles. Watch for his name in the 
Ascot results next year. 





Legislative Notebook

IS THE LEGISLATURE AGAINST, OR 


Within three months the California 
Legislature will again be in session, 
After beating compulsory helmet bills 
three years in a row, the last time with 
the reluctant aid of the author, it seems 
unreal that there might be another battle, 
But rumors persist that the Federal 
Government is pushing for full compli- 
ance by the states and the issue could 
become alive again this year. If and 
when that should happen we will be there 
fighting for individual freedom of choice, 

Meanwhile the legislature does other 
things besides trying to pass a measure 
we do not want. It is perfectly capable 
of passing legislation we do want. In 
general it appears that the policy should 
be the less laws the better, but there 
are areas in which legislation is needed 
for the protection of the motorcyclists, 


FOR US 

Some of these come immediately to 
mind, others may be escaping us. In the 
next three months we want to look at all 
of them and decide what we would like 
the legislature to do for us, not to us, 
this year. In this we need your help. If 
there is a law you think would benefit 
the motorcyclist, write us about it, If 
you have ideas as to how a proposed 
law should be written and implemented, 
write us about it. We want the opinions 
of the entire motorcycle field. Share 
your thinking with us. We will print as 
much as we have room for in this col- 
umn and all will be important in for- 
mulating our legislative plan and in 
working with the legislators in the com- 
ing session, 

IT’S UP TO US 

One of the major areas of concern 

thus far is neckbreaker legislation, This 


issue is more crucial to the safety of 
the cylist tnan mandatory helmets ever 
could be. All over this country thereare 
thousands of unmarked wires across 
trails and roads. The next one could be 
the ome you don’t see. The question is 
how to act to remove these hazards. We 
will go into this matter in detail in a 
later issue. 

The theft of motorcycles has reached 
absud proportions, It became a very 
personal issue to me this summer, 
There has to be a better way to protect 
and recover motorcycles than the one 
in current use. Designing a law which 
will protect the legitimate owner, re- 
cover stolen machines and not offer an 
opportunity to unfairly hassle the rider 
of the customized motorcycle is not 
easy to do. But if we all put our hands 
together we can come up with something 
that will work. We’ve got a few ideas. 
We'd like to have some from you, 

Some of the equipment laws which 
have been passed in this and other 
states are not the wisest choice. It is 
questionable that there should be any 
requirements in equipment that are not 
directly related to operating safety. 
Through the years rules have been made 
concerning the height of handlebars, for 
example, which seem to be purely arbi- 
trary. Certainly no one can claim that 
high-bars are less safe than drag bars, 
Should both be illegal, or should handle~ 
bar style be left to the individual? The 
single headlight on the motorcycle is 
not necessarily the best arrangement, 
Mufflers and noise levels need to come 
to some sort of working agreement, 
There is room for legislative review 
in this area. 

Next week we will consider the legis- 
lative approach to the problem of riding 
space,

American Eagle company is projecting 
innovations that can give the motorcycle 
sport and industry a whole new look, 
McCormack envisions a day in the not 
too distant future when a network of 
American Eagle dealers across the na- 
tion will market a complete line of 
motorized recreational vehicles, Ameri- 
can Eagle shops will be of similar archi- 
tecture and color and will carry only 
the one brand, 

The line will range from mini-bikes 
through a full complement of motor- 
cycles and snow mobiles and include a 
dune buggy that is already off the draw- 
ing boards and moving toward produc- 
tion. Accessories, helmets and leathers 
top off the assortment, 

Making it possible for a dealer to 
operate a profitable shop with a single 
brand of equipment is a new idea and 
computerized marketing techniques will 
finally put the motorcycle dealer into 
the technology era, 

Making new ideas work is an old act 
for McCormack, His career as National 
Sales Manager for the Honda Motor 
company revolutionized American mo- 
torcycling and he is often given credit 
for making the sport what it is today. 

Jack explains it this way, ‘‘During the 
decade of the 1950’s the motorcycling 
sport in America was ingrown, Distri- 
butors advertised in enthusiast publica- 
tions and trade journals so the appeal 
was directed toward people who were 
already interested in motorcycles, Sales 
reached a plateau and leveled off,’’ 

“All we did at Honda, McCormack 
continues, was to go out and talk to 
other people.” In trying to develop a 
different market for their product, Honda 
used what amounted to institutional ad- 
vertising. Their approach was the pro- 
motion of family fun and recreational 
riding. Horsepower, performance and 
technical information was de-em-

phasized while the enjoyment and plea- 
sure of two wheeled motoring was ex- 
pounded to the fullest. 

The- motorcycling image began to 
change, The industry as a whole bene- 
fited, but of course Honda reaped the 
lion’s share of the new market because 
their name was spread all across the 
advertising page. 

To reach that segment of the public 
that still thought of motorcycling in the 
“Black Leather Jacket’’ context, Mc 
Cormack and Honda’s advertising agency 
prepared ads that ran in widely circu- 
lated magazines like ‘‘Life’’ and ‘‘Sports 
Illustrated’, The first year that Honda 
ads appeared in ‘‘Life’’ was 1961, ‘‘Back 
in those days, McCormack recalls, we 
did all we could to avoid the name 
motorcycle, We called them two wheeled 
compacts,’’ 

A Honda dealer in Boise, Idaho, began 
selling strippped down 50cc step-through 
models and that was the birth of the trail 
bike that amounted to 16% of Honda’s 
sales by 1962, Soon the distributors of 
the English machines began to pattern 
their promotion after Honda’s example. 
The non-enthusiast approach worked and 
American motorcycling was taking on 
new direction. 

McCormack left Honda to form U.S, 
Suzuki for the distribution of Suzuki 
products in America, Using many of the 
techniques which had proved effective at 
Honda, McCormack’s efforts boosted 
Suzuki to an 11% slice of the market in 
three years, 

McCormack International Motors was 
finally born after Jack arbitrated for a 
cash . settlement of his contract with 
Suzuki and traveled to Europe toland the 
Zundapp franchise and ink a contract 
with La Verda, the Italian manufacturer 
of the larger American Eagles, 

On the strength of these contracts and 
projected plans, stock was sold and 
McCormack International became a real- 
ity. Arrangements with Kawasaki were 
a year in coming but that firm, Sprite 
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Development of England, the Webco cor- 
poration, and a host of diversified sup- 
pliers were signed on to the team to 
produce machines that are by nature an 
alloy of components from several manu- 
facturers. 

Two street models, the 175 and the 
350, are based on Kawasaki bikes but 
certain design improvements and the 
addition of American Eagle external 
parts transform them into a new mar- 
que, The gas tank, fenders and oil tank 
on these models are made of a remark- 
able rotation molded plastic material 
that is American made, feather light, 
resilient and practically indestructible. 
A demonstration gas tank that had been 
driven over by a truck popped back to 
its original shape. 

The 750 La Verda is sold in Italy witt 
an Italian electrical system, but the La 
Verda based American Eagle is blessed 
with German Bosch electrics, The very 
competitive 250 motocrossers isa Sorite 


powered by a modified Kawasaki engine 
with a Webco head. And so it goes. 
Within the limits of practicable cost, 
American Eagle designers are free to 
use almost any component that will make 
the final product faster, more reliable 
or more appealing, The spare parts bins 
reveal brands like Webco, Tab Lock and 
other American companies,

An interesting note is that the painting 
and striping of plastic side panels of 
one Eagle model has been turned over to 
the Ace Sign shop and Wayne Kerner who 
has produced many of the more eye 
catching number plates seen in profes- 
sional racing. 

In keeping with McCormack’s original 
concept of a single comprehensive line 
of recreational vehicles, the American 
Eagle name doesn’t stop with motor- 
cycles, A high powered twin track snow 
mobile will be hitting the slopes this 
winter and a mid-engined V-4 powered 
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dune buggy for both street and trail is 
in the prototype stage, 

Where does it all end? McCormack 
isn’t saying, But he does admit to toying 
with water craft and he doesn’t flinch at 
the suggestion of American Eagle re- 
creational airplanes, 

‘Motorcycling should be looked upon 
as a single facet of the motorized re- 
creation industry,” according to Mc 
Cormack, ‘‘In analyzing the motorcycle 
segment on a broad basis we found that 
the least sophisticated portion was atthe 
dealer level, In almost all cases, a 
dealer had to have more than one line to 
make a profit.” 

What are the advantages to a motor- 
cycle dealer who takes on the American 
Eagle array of vehicles and handles it 
exclusively? First he will have a ma- 
chine to fill almost every want; trail 
machines, transportation bikes, street 
scramblers, three sizes of motocross 
bikes and a 750cc road burner and pro- 
duction road racer. S 

Incidentally, the Eagle line will be 
further developed next spring with the 
introduction of a 1000cc three cylinder, 
five speed monster bike that is to be 
built by La Verda at the instigation of 
McCormack International, 

An American Eagle dealer can adopta 
standarized business system that has 
been impossible in the past because of 
dealing with different brands, The deal- 
er’s promotional dollar will go much 
farther when he doesn’t have to adver- 
tise several makes and operating costs 
can be lowered, By diversifying into the 
snow mobile and dune buggy markets, 
dealers in areas that have a seasonal 
motorcycle trade can avoid winter lay- 
offs and insure a year around steady 
income, 

Another attraction is the computer 
service that the dealer will be provided, 
Currently, McCormack International is 
renting computer time from a service 
company, but soon an IBM 360 will be 
installed at the company’s headquarters, 

Computerized inventory control and 
market analysis are made possible by 
the inclusion of a single brand and as 
Jack McCormack put it, “It allows us to 
afford the dealer a lot of sophistication 
he hasn’t had in the past.” 

As with any other large, modern con- 
cern, the computer is invaluable at 
McCormack International, It is given the 
monumental task of translating the many, 
many part numbers that are made up by 
the suppliers of American Eagle com- 
ponents and compiling the single parts 
list that is used by all the McCormack 
dealers, 

Jack McCormack has good reason to 
be part numbers conscious, He relates 
the story of the early days of the Honda 
venture when parts had to be ordered 
before the number listings were avail- 
ble. An order of some 3000 Honda muf- 
flers returned the type of muffler that 
a dapper gentleman might wear around 
his neck. “No one thought if was funny 
at the time.” Jack said, adding ‘‘Al- 
though not many people appreciated it, 
they were rather nice blue silk scarves, 
complete with ‘e ‘onda emblem in 
gold.”

WOMEN IN THE PITS 

The AMA has traditionally held that 
women do not belong in the pits at 
professional races. The ruling is of course 
based upon the feeling that conditions are 
more hazardous when unnecessary people 
congest the area, especially when at some 
races many machines are not fitted with 
brakes, And where there are women there are 
apt to be children, 

Last year the AMA went a step further by 
removing all unauthorized personnel from the 
pits at professional races, women and men 
alike, This past season a professional racer has 
been allowed two mechanics, or more if the 
track promoter would allow, and these 
mechanics had to carry an AMA mechanic’s 
license and be dressed in whites or team 
uniforms, 

Now the question of women mechanics has 
arisen, and been answered. September 5 the 
AMA Executive Committee met for nine 
hours at San Francisco under the 
chairmanship of William Bagnall, 

One of the products of that meeting is a 
rule allowing women in the pits—if they are 
licnsed mechanics meeting requirements 
basically the same as those applying to males, 
The minimum age is 18, and parental consent 
is required if the applicant is under 21, Dress 
will be whites or team uniforms. 

It- has always been one of the major 
concerns of the AMA to make a clean and 
attractive show of professional racing. Lady 
mechanics sound attractive indeed,
